None are reported between the ages of 14 and 21 unable to 
read and write, and but 2 between the ages of 5 and 15 as not 
attending any school. A good amount of time, money and la- 
bor has been expended upon our schools during the past year 
and we think, on the whole, with satisfactory results. 

There is one suggestion to parents, which is not new, but 
which will bear repeating, and that is, remember if you do feel 
an ihterest in your school, that in no way can you benefit it so 
much as to express that interest to the teacher.
